Fohat 1s also the driving energy of the cosmos and all Nature 
[ts representation in the -human 1s the energy of the Kama Alanas, 
the lower mind, not being Kama Manas itself, however. Fohat 
is the formative energy of the Word in the cosmical aspect creating 
both Space and Time by its vibrations and rhythm. The pulsa- 
tions of the Word bring all worlds and creatures into ex1stence on 
all Planes. The fire is the fire of Universal Mind and the Fohatic 
energy draws two lines of such into a close embrace thus creat- 
ing a circumscribed sphere *that hecomes the field of action for the 
higher mentality, the Manas of the Races to be. Otherwise without 
S0 circumscribing Eternal Matter-Substance there could he no 
Mental Sphere and the races woulq he without the higher mental 
principle, though they would be one with the Fire of the Universal 
Mind undifferentiated.

[t you happen to look as 1f it were safe to tackle you, you will 
be approached any dav by decent looking hohboes two or three 
times.a day, and asked for a dime for the hohoes' supper. They 
pas up and down the railroad track all day long, in ones, twos, 
threes, heading for places from which other ones, twos and threes 
have just come. There .must be a hundred thousand of them in 
California. | 

The business men call them the ©] Won't Works. The <store 
clerks laugh at them, and union laborers, who have johs, treat them 
with contempt. The husiness man does not realize that a hundred 
thousand men changed from *won't works” to *fwill works” could 
buy an immense amount of goods. The clerk forgets that among 
that ariny of exiles are many who can do the clerk's job hetter 
than he can do. it himself—and they are after the chance to do it 
cheaper. 

but this © avon't work” business is a trifle overdone. Tramp- 
ng in the rain with a role of blankets is frightfully hard work, as 
any one who doesn't think s0 may find out by trying it. And there 
1s another point almost universally forgotten: A great many men 
in every industrial nation are partially crippled. Our. railroads in 
the twenty years between 1888 and 1908 injured over 800,000 men. 


Fae...) 
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This does not include the killed. 1907 was the banner year, 88,000 
men injured. Our coal mines in 1909 injured 7979 men. And 
this process 1s going on in every great industry., Now where are 
these injured men? Some of them are back in their jobs.” But 
hundreds of thousands of them cannot hold down an eight-hour 
dav. Under our system if a man can work six hours but not eight 
nor ten he cannot work at all. There are millions of eight-hour, 
ten-hour, and twelve-hour jobs, but no two-hour, four-hour, and 
$1x-hour jobs. This means that your partially crippled man who 1s 
able and willing to stand a four-hour day, but who would faint with 
weakness at the end of a ten-hour day, 1s an outcast; there 1s noth- 
ins tor him to do. | 

Rhenmatism, lung trouble, stomach trouble, swollen veins, weak 
heart, and a dozen other complaints contracted in industry, besides 
the actual injury of organs and hmbs, these are the portion of 'hun- 
dreds of thousands of men who could still do a reasonable amount 
of work 1f society would permit 1t. But soctety says, *No! Ten 
hours or nothing!” and forthwith we throw these men into the 
c18card. 

Some one has to keep the unemployed arnry. It would pay to 
have 1t producing. something. If private enterprise -cannot employ 
the partially crippled laborer, the State of California can-—and can 
make a profit. 

California needs roads. When the State undertakes to employ 
all the unemployed labor in her borders we can have roads. Road 
building camps can be established in every country and -to them 
men can go who wish to work anywhere from an hour to twelve 
hours a day. The pay can be by the hour. The board by the 
meal. Every man to be taken on who applies. | 

\When we have the State offering road building employment to 
every citizen who needs 1t, then the time will have come when we 
can say to the wanderer in the street who demands his dime from 
us, **Go to the State road building camp. They will pay you there 
fir your work.” If he replies, ©I'm crippled. Got pinched between 
two cars when I was switchin'. Got rheumatism working in the 
mines. Can't work more'n a couple of hours or $so at a stretch.” 

To him we can then reply *Yourre just the man they re looking 
for. A few -thousand men hke you, brother, who can work two 
hours a day, can boulevard every road in California.” 

This will be better than to offer charity to men who have 
already fed, clothed, and housed the world.
